TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HOUSING  AND  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  to  report  to  you  that  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Dr.  R.  W.  Farquhar,  died  suddenly  during  the  early  part  of  the  preparation  of 
this  report.  His  many  years  of  service  to  the  city  for  which  he  had  special  regard  will 
be  of  note  to  you. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the  City  of  Lancaster 
for  the  year  1967. 

The  estimated  population  of  mid-1967  was  again  slightly  reduced  on  the  preceding  year 
and  stood  at  47,060.  There  was  also  a  slight  reduction  of  births  recorded  within  the  city. 
The  adjusted  death  rate  was  11,3  per  thousand  population  which  again  shows  further 
reduction. 

We  are  now  faced  with  the  situation  where  over  one  half  of  the  deaths  in  the  popula¬ 
tion  can  be  attributed  to  heart  and  circulatory  disease,  'stroke®  and  cancers.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  of  the  utmost  importance  that  much  more  research  should  be  done  on  the  prevention  of 
these  diseases.  Unfortunately  a  great  deal  of  publicity  is  given  to  the  cure  or  allevia¬ 
tion  of  these  dis-orders  but  relatively  little  thought  and  still  less,  expenditure,  is 
given  to  further  research  into  prevention.  This  is  a  reversal  of  what  should  be  the  true 
state  of  affairs  and  rather  than  spending  large  sums  of  money  into  research  on  transplant 
surgery  it  would  be  more  advisable  to  spend  equivalent  amounts  in  implementing  the  idea 
behind  the  phrase  'Prevention  is  better  than  cure'. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  showed  a  slight  increase  in  1967  from  22  to  30  and 
cancer  of  the  lung  still  continues  to  be  the  biggest  single  cause  of  cancer  death.  This  is 
a  preventable  disease  and  more  emphasis  should  be  given  to  health  education  to  prevent 
smoking. 

Considerable  strides  are  being  made  in  the  implementation  of  clean  air  measures  within 
the  city  and  this  has  helped  to  keep  chronic  bronchitis  under  control.  In  the  same  way  as 
dirty  water,  in  Victorian  England,  was  responsible  for  many  deaths,  our  cities  in  the  very 
recent  past  have  been  responsible,  through  dirty  air,  for  many  deaths  from  respiratory 
infection. 

The  environmental  conditions  within  the  city  continue  to  improve  although  there  are 
still  problems,  particularly  including  that  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation. 

Consideration  has  been  given  through  the  year  to  the  problems  caused  by  the  tipping  of 
refuse  at  Salt  Ayre  Tip  and  this  is  going  to  represent  further  difficulties  in  the  months 
ahead. 

Sheltered  housing  for  the  aged  or  handicapped  person  has  been  extended  in  the  city  and 
there  is  little  doubt  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  breakthroughs  in  the  care  of 
aged  persons  within  the  community. 
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An  unwelcome  feature  of  the  year  was  the  news  that  the  ambulance  station  is  to  be 
further  postponed.  Provision  of  adequate  ambulance  services  is  vital  to  the  life  of 
the  city.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  postponement  will  not  be  prolonged. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  continue  to  supervise  and  control 
standards  in  food,  housing,  air  and  clean  water  supplies  and  I  wish  to  express  to  them 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  my  appreciation  of  their  work  and  support. 

Finally  I  would  add  that  a  great  deal  of  thought  is  needed  during  the  re-organiza- 
tions  that  are  envisaged  for  the  future  of  local  health  services  to  ensure  that  the 
day-to-day  contact  with  the  public  is  not  lost. 

I  would  like  to  express  to  you  my  sincere  appreciation  of  your  continued  interest 
and  support.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  Registra^'oGeneral's  estimate  of  the  home  population  at  mid ■■>1967  was  479O6O,  a 
decrease  of  40  from  the  mid“1966  figure. 

Births 

In  1967  registered  births  decreased  by  10  to  736,  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate 
of  17,9  per  1,000  population.  This  figure  may  be  compared  with  the  adjusted  rate  of 
18,07  for  the  Administrative  County  and  with  the  national  rate  of  17,2  per  1,000, 

Table  3  shows  the  crude  birth  rate  in  Lancaster  for  the  previous  five  years. 


Of  the  756  live  births  79  or  11,7  per  cent  were  illegitimate,  compared  with  a 
figure  of  9,5  per  cent  in  1966  and  10,8  per  cent  in  1965, 


Deaths 

Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  704,  corresponding  to  a  crude  death  rate  of  13o0 
per  1,000  population.  The  death  rate  **area  comparability  factor**  has  been  speoifioally 
adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  within  the 
City  area.  Thus  Lancaster’s  adjusted  death  rate  was  11,3  per  1,000,  oompared  with  the 
national  rate  of  11,2  per  1,000,  The  adjusted  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  in 
1967  was  13,0  per  1,000,  mortality  in  the  North  Western  Region  being  higher  generally 
than  in  more  favourable  regions  in  the  South  and  therefore  exceeding  the  national 
figure  o 

Table  I  shows  the  registered  deaths  classified  by  cause  and  sex  under  the  36  main 
headings  used  by  the  Registrar“»General,  but  the  relative  importance  of  the  principal 
causes  may  be  more  clearly  seen  in  the  table  belows

Peri°natal  and  Nep-natal  Mortality 

Of  the  16  infants  who  died  at  ages  under  one  year,  15  failed  to  survive  four  weeks 
and  11  died  within  the  first  week  of  life.  These  early  deaths  were  mainly  due  to  pre¬ 
maturity  and  congenital  malformations  as  can  be  seen’ from  the  accompanying  analysis  of 
causes  of  death.  The  investigation  of  these  causes  is  the  principal  hope  for  a  future 
reduction  in  infant  mortality  rates  generally. 

Causes  of  death  immediately  after  birth  are  more  akin  to  causes  of  still“>birth 
and  differ  from  the  causes  e,go  infection,  operating  later  on  in  the  first  year  of  life. 
Peri -natal  mortality  (i,eo  still-births  and  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life)  has 
decreased  from  47,8  per  1,000  live  and  still-births  in  1962  to  a  rate  of  40,5  in  1963, 
28,0  in  1964,  52,6  in  1965,  24,4  in  1966,  and  50  in  1967.  The  fall  in  deaths  round 
about  the  time  of  birth  can  be  regarded  as  a  reflection  of  the  higher  standards  of 
obstetric  care  now  available.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


The  main  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  concerns  the  control  of  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  and  detailed  reports  on  these  services,  which  are 
directly  controlled  by  the  City  Council,  will  be  found  in  Section  "C**  and  Section  ’’D", 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern  mainly  the 
personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and  the  community. 
Although  administered  by  statutory  authorities  other  than  the  City  Council,  it  is  felt 
that  some  brief  account  of  the  nature  and  scope  of  these  services  will  be  of  interest. 

Local  Health  Services  under  Part  III  of 

the  National  Health  Service  Act,  19^6 

Divisional  Health  Committee  No. 2  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible 
for  the  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  health  services,  which  are  available 
to  the  citizens  of  Lancaster  as  well  as  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  surrounding  districts. 

1.  Care  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Young  Children  including 
the  provision  of  dental  care,  child  welfare  centres  and  day  nurseries, 
as  well  as  special  arrangements  for  premature  babies  and  unmarried 
mothers. 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

3.  Health  Visiting. 

4.  Home  Nursing. 

3.  Home  Help  Service,  including  night  and  evening  attendance. 

6.  Immunisation  and  Vaccination.  Existing  schemes  afford  protection  to 
children  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis. 

7.  Ambulance  Service. 

8.  Mental  Health  Service.  This  provides  supervision  and  after-care  for 
two  distinct  classes,  viz.  those  suffering  from  mental  illness  and 
those  who  are  mentally  handicapped.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are 
responsible  for  the  community  care  of  such  persons,  working  in  close 
co-operation  with  general  practitioners  and  consultant  psychiatrists. 

A  Junior  Training  Centre  and  Hostel  have  been  established  at  Greaves 
House,  Lancaster,  for  severely  subnormal  children  as  well  as  an  Adult 
Training  Centre  at  Torrisholme. 

9*  Prevention  of  Illness  and  Care  and  After-Care  of  Persons  suffering 
from  Illness;  including  health  education,  convalescent  care, 
prevention  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis,  provision  of  nursing 
equipment  and  apparatus,  after-care  of  persons  discharged  from 
hospital,  a  domiciliary  laundry  service,  a  chiropody  service  for  the 
elderly,  the  physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers,  and 
screening  clinics  to  aid  early  detection  of  cancer  of  the  cervix. 
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Welfare  Services  -  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 


The  following  welfare  services  are  also  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee, 

1.  Residential  Accommodation,  For  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  not 
otherwise  available  to  them}  accommodation  is  provided  in  the  following 
hostels  -  Dolphinlee,  Laurels,  Fair  Elms  and  Beaumont  View,  Lancaster; 
the  Oopress  Hostel  at  Morecambe;  Moor  Platt  and  The  Hermitage  at  Caton, 
and  Slyne  House  at  Slyne-with-Hest , 

2.  Care  of  Aged  Persons  in  their  Own  Homes,  The  domiciliary  services  provided 
by  the  County  Council  have  been  expanded  where  necessary,  so  as  to  give 
adequate  assistance,  support  and  encouragement,  in  conjunction  with  local 
voluntary  organisations,  to  enable  old  people  to  continue  to  live  in  their 
own  homes  as  long  as  possible, 

3.  Handicapped  Persons,  Registers  are  maintained  for  the  blind,  the  partially 
sighted  and  the  deaf  for  whom  certain  welfare  services  are  made  available 
through  the  agency  of  voluntary  organisations.  Other  classes  of  handicapped 
persons,  including  cripples,  epileptics  and  spastics,  may  after  registration, 
be  provided  with  occupational  therapy,  transport  to  social  centres,  holidays, 
chiropody  treatment,  etc, 

4.  Homes  for  Disabled  and/or  Old  Persons,  There  are  eight  homes  of  this  nature 
in  the  division,  all  managed  by  voluntary  organisations  or  by  private 
individuals.  These  are  registered  and  inspected  regularly  by  the  divisional 
medical  staff. 

School  Health  Service  -  Education  Act,  1944

The  school  health  service  is  controlled  centrally  by  a  committee  of  the  County  Council, 
and  for  the  local  administration  of  this  service,  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is  responsible 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

In  addition  to  the  routine  medical  and  dental  inspections  of  children  carried  out  in  the 
City  schools,  various  clinics,  some  attended  by  visiting  specialists,  are  provided  for  the 
correction  or  treatment  of  certain  defects. 

The  admission  of  handicapped  pupils  to  special  schools  is  arranged  through  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Medical  supervision  of  children  under  the  care  of  the  Children's 
Department  is  also  undertaken  by  the  school  medical  officers.  Details  relating  to  local 
clinics  are  set  out  in  the  table  on  page  19o 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  biilk,  water,  ice  cream  and  foodstuffs,  as  well  as  of 
specimens  of  faeces,  blood,  nose  and  throat  swabs  etc.  from  individual  patients  is  carried 
out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Preston  and  I  am  indebted  to  Dr,  Robertson,  its 
Director,  for  much  helpful  advice  in  connection  with  epidemiological  investigations. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  water,  as  well  as  of  milk  and  foodstuffs  taken  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  is  performed  by  the  County  Analyst,  Dr.  Bushnell,  whose  willing 
co-operation  is  also  appreciated.

1967  and  page  22  shows  the  comparative  incidence  of  each  disease  over  the  past  ten  years. 
Tuberculosis  is  dealt  with  separately  on  pages  2U  to  26. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 

Eleven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  and  clinically  oases  continue  to  be  of 
a  mild  type.  Whilst  the  complete  absence  of  diphtheria  for  the  nineteenth  year  in 
succession  is  very  satisfactory  this  fortunate  state  of  affairs  can  only  be  maintained 
provided  the  proportion  of  children  immunised  is  maintained  at  a  high  level  year  by  year. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 

Notifications  of  measles  reached  310t  which  was  about  the  average  incidence  over  the 
past  ten  years.  There  were  8  cases  of  whooping  cough,  compared  with  50  in  I966.  The 
following  table  indicates  the  number  of  children  in  the  City  who  have  been  immunised 
annually  since  1956.

The  City  has  remained  free  from  poliomyelitis  since  1959.  Vaccination  against  this 
disease  first  became  available  in  the  latter  half  of  1956  with  Salk  vaccine  given  by 
injection.  The  Sabin  oral  vaccine  taken  on  a  lump  of  sugar  was  introduced  early  in  1962 
and  has  almost  entirely  superseded  the  injection  method.  The  table  on  the  following 
page  shows  the  number  of  persons  who  have  been  vaccinated  since  1958.

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Programme 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  a  comprehensive  immunisation  and  vaccination  service 
is  provided  free  of  cost.  Protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  (lockjaw), 
poliomyelitis,  smallpox,  tuberculosis  and  measles  is  available.  This  service  is  available 
for  children  at  school  clinics  and  child  welfare  centres  as  well  as  from  family  doctors, 
but  yet  far  too  many  families  fail  to  avail  themselves  of  these  valuable  preventive 
measures. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  by  means  of  a  triple 
vaccine  is  quick,  safe  and  readily  available  but  in  any  one  year  some  25  per  cent  of  infants 
under  two  years  of  age  remain  unprotected. 

In  Health  Division  No. 2  at  the  end  of  1967  the  vaccination  "acceptance  rates"  for  child 
ren  under  two  years  of  age  were  as  follows s-  diphtheria  -  78  per  cent,  whooping  cough  “  75 
per  cent,  poliomyelitis  -  71  per  cent,  smallpox  -  kl  per  cent.  Although  these  rates  are 
higher  than  for  the  Administrative  County  as  a  whole,  there  is  still  much  room  for  improve- 
ment.  Great  improvement  can  be  expected  if  and  when  computerisation  of  records  occurs. 

Tuberculosis  -  Incidence 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  in  1967  was  18,  k  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Over  the  preceding  10  years  notified  cases  averaged  21  per  annum 
and  in  1915,  when  records  were  first  started  in  the  City,  the  annual  incidence  was  about  120 

There  was  one  case  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  in  1967,  as  against  4  in  1966. 

For  all  forms  of  tuberculosis,  therefore,  new  cases  notified  totalled  19  against  26  in 
the  previous  year,  and  an  annual  average  incidence  of  23<.6  for  the  period  1957-1966. 

Although  these  figures  reflect  a  general  decline  in  incidence,  there  is  a  danger  of  to© 
great  a  complacency  when  thinking  about  tuberculosis.  In  the  words  of  one  authority,  it  is 
a  disease  'which  is  controlled  but  not  conquered*.

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The  accompanying  graph  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  shows  the  marked  decline  in  the 
number  of  cases  notified  and  in  the  number  of  deaths  over  the  past  45  years,  relative 
to  the  five-year  period  1916-1920, 


Control  of  Tuberculosis 

Progress  in  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  Great  Britain  in  the  last  ten  years  or 
more  has  been  dramatic.  Nevertheless,  the  incidence  of  new  oases  and  the  mortality  of 
this  disease  are  still  such  that  there  can  be  no  room  for  complacency. 

Although  the  use  of  specific  drugs  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  has  been  the 
prime  factor  in  controlling  its  spread  in  the  community,  there  are  already  over  3,000 
drug  resistant  oases  in  the  country.  The  disease  too  often  still  goes  undiagnosed, 
especially  in  elderly  people,  and  there  are  still  sufficient  infectious  people  at  large 
to  have  caused  a  primary  infection  in  some  15  per  cent  of  school  children  by  the  age  of 
15.  However  favourable  the  trend  over  the  last  decade,  unremitting  efforts  to  prevent 
further  infections  among  younger  people  remains  essential. 

Since  1957  routine  tuberculin  skin  testing  has  been  carried  out  in  school  children 
over  12  years  of  age.  During  1967,  449  pupils  in  City  schools  who  were  found  to  be 
negative  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  were  vaccinated  under  the  B.C.G,  programme. 
Positive  reactors  were  all  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  X-ray  examination  and  follow¬ 
up.  In  addition,  the  consultant  chest  physicians  carried  out  B.C.G,  vaccination  on  128 
infants  and  children  who  were  at  risk  from  close  contact  with  infectious  cases.  Vaccina¬ 
tion  confers  a  substantial  degree  of  protection  against  subsequent  natural  infection. 

One  of  the  most  effective  means  of  discovering  unknown  sources  of  infection  is  by 
mass  radiography,  and  since  1961  a  mobile  unit  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board 
has  been  conducting  an  annual  survey  in  this  area.  Over  the  past  seven  years  the 
following  numbers  of  people  in  Lancaster  have  voluntarily  submitted  themselves  for 
chest  X-ray

changed  from  the  need  to  provide  additional  dwellings  to  that  of  raising  the  quality  of 

housing  throughout  the  Cityo  Because  of  high  replacement  costs  it  is  sound  economically 
and  socially  that  there  should  fee  large  scale  repair  and  improvement  of  the  older  houseso 
Replacement  not  only  means  high  capital  costs,  but  also  higher  rents o 

The  overcrowding  standard  laid  down  in  1935  is  far  too  low  for  present  circumstances 
and  this  ought  to  be  reviewed  at  an  early  dateo 

Steady  progress  was  made  in  improving  conditions  in  houses  in  multiple  occupation 
and  in  spite  of  a  high  proportion  of  the  occupiers  of  these  houses  being  immigrants  from 

overseas,  there  was  no  deterioration  in  the  condition  of  the  houses o 

The  number  of  samples  of  food  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  which  were  found 
to  be  below  standard  was  still  far  to,©  higho 

I  acknowledge  the  loyal  support  and  co-operation  of  the  whole  staff  of  the  Department 
throughout  the  yearo

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


General  Situation 


Since  1951  the  population  of  the  City  has  been  falling  steadily  and  yet  the  total 
number  of  dwellings  has  been  inereasingo  The  most  pressing  needs  in  the  City  now  is  a 
review  of  the  standard  for  overcrowding  and  the  improvement  of  large  areas  of  older  houses. 
Unless  action  is  taken  soon  to  deal  with  the  areas  of  substandard  houses  they  might  deteri¬ 
orate  to  the  stage  when  they  will  have  to  be  cleared  because  the  houses  have  become  unfit 
t©  live  in.  Because  of  high  replacement  costs  it  will  probably  be  more  economic  to  repair 
and  improve  them  rather  than  allow  further  deterioration;  also  large  scale  .improvement 
schemes  can  ensure  better  quality  housing  for  more  people  sooner. 

The  present  law  and  procedure  in  relation  to  improvement  schemes  is,  however,  cumber¬ 
some  and  difficult  to  operate.  The  overcrowding  standards  laid  down  in  1935,  which,  for 
example,  permit  two  adults  and  a  baby  to  live  and  sleep  in  a  single  room,  are  too  low  for 
the  present  social  circumstances.  To  fully  achieve  these  improvements  in  housing 
conditions  it  requires  changes  in  the  law  and  a  review  of  rent  control  because  the  rents 
of  many  houses  in  the  private  sector  are  too  low  to  encourage  owners  to  improve  them. 
Changes  in  the  law  with  relation  to  the  improvement  of  houses  have  been  promised,  but  in 
the  meanwhile,  improvement  schemes  could  be  prepared  on  an  area  basis. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

Steady  progress  in  improving  conditions  in  houses  in  multiple  occupation  was  made 
during  the  year.  During  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  general  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  management,  but  in  one  case  during  1967  it  was  necessary  to  make  a  Management 
Order. 


The  number  of  complaints  received  about  conditions  in  houses  in  multiple  occupation 
was  small,  and  most  of  these  were  related  to  anti-social  behaviour  rather  than  to  the 
condition  of  the  accommodation.  The  proportion  of  occupants  of  houses  in  multiple  occupa¬ 
tion  who  are  immigrants  from  overseas  increased,  but  this  has  not  resulted  in  a  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  conditions  in  the  houses  where  they  are  accommodated.
